Ancient Buildings. 


England has a society for the pro- 
tection of ancient buildings.’’ Since 
its organization many old structures 
have been restored by it. England 
knows well the charm which antiquity 
lends to a country, and that England 
without its ancient piles would lose 
half of its interest for the traveler. 
This, she is determined, shall not be. 
She is wise. 


Castles and cathedrals, about which 
centuries of memories linger, are not 
among the possessions of this new 
world. But California has some vener- 
able piles which are monumental. Our 
old missions and adobe casas are the 
remnants of a civilization which has 
vanished, and as such they are full of 
interest to the tourist and stranger. 
They are to us what the castles and 
cathedrals of the Old World are to its 
people. They lend to California an air 
of romance and antiquity, and some of 
them at least should be preserved. 
None of the old mission buildings 
should be permitted to go into ruin, 
and the repairs made should be such 
as will help them to preserve their 
original aspect. When the tiled roofs 
fall away they should be replaced, not 
by the modern shingle, but by dupli- 
cated tiles. The rough plaster and 
the rude frescoing should be imitated, 


and harmonious.

They are distinctive 
features of California, and the English- 
man coming across the seas, and the 
Yankee, traversing the continent, will 
look upon them with the same interest 
that he regards other ruins.

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THEY MAKE AT NATIONAL 


Stenographers—Private Secretaries 
of Senators—Newspaper Men and Short- 
hand Work- Gossip About Public Men. 


WASHINGTON, June 24. 

There is an army of shorthand writers in 
Washington, and the business increases here 
every year. The government departments 
are full of them, and there is scarcely a room 
which has not one or more of them. Each of 
the cabinet ministers has a special shorthand 
man for his own work, and of late years there 
is scarcely a congressman or senator who does 
notemploy one. The secretaries of senators 


they receive is six dollars a day. Stenogra- 
phers in the departments have regular sala- 
ries, ranging from a thousand dollars up- 
wards, and it would not be an over estimate 
to say that fully a half million dollars is paid 
out every year here for stenographic work. 
Dennis Murphy, the man who for a gener- 
ation the United States Senate, 
gets $25,000 a year for the job, and each of 
the tive official reporters of the house of rep- 
The 
clerks of the committees of the house and 
senate are usually shorthand men, and they 


year. The president's stenographer has an 
annual salary of $1,800, Secretary Fairchild’s 
gets $2,500, Secretary Endicott’s $2,000. and 
the man who makes pot hooks for Vilas 


800. 
Many of these private secretaries are on 
duty the year round, and those in the 


usually take in the summer. The stenogra- 
phers to senators follow them to their homes, 
and not a few of the leading statesmen carry 


they go. 

A number of the members of the lower 
house employ stenographers at their own ex- 
pense, and many of them have these come to 
them in the evening, during the session, when 
they dictate answers to their letters, and 
sometimes prepare their speeches, delivering 
them first to the stenographer and then re- 
vising his manuscript. Such work is, as a 
rule, not very well paid, and the average 
congressman jews his stenographer down to 
the lowest possible point. Such work is very 
hard, for the congressman must have his 
mail written out by band and not copied on 
the typewriter. If he sends it home in print 
his constituents think they are receiving a 
circular, and in the other case they do not 
know but the congressman has written the 
letter bimself. 2 

The lawyers of Washington; as a rule, use 
shorthand men, and the most noted court re- 
porters here are Johns, Easton and Clephane. 
Each of these makes a salary which approxi- 
mates that of a supreme court judge, and it 
is my remembrance that the Star Route trials 
paid the reporters $20,000 for the job. The 
Guiteau trial was also profitable, and one 
man named Alexander received $10,000 for 
reporting it. The leading law reporters have 
business bere, and the business appears to be 
as legitimate and as prominent as that of the 
law itself. 

There are different grades among the sten- 
ographers, and the best employ amanuenses 
to help them. They redictate their notes to 
thaen prt have them them out for them. 
Many a man who can write accurately loses 
his head when 200 words are given him. The 
200 word men take down the work from their 
employers and get the 100 word men to tran- 
scribe it for about one-tenth the price which 
they receive. A number of these amanuenses 
are employed at the Capitol, and they receive 


able to write at least 100 words a minute. 
* 

There are few women at 
Washington, th ugh there a number scattered 
over the country who make good wages; and 

‘a sister of Miss Sprague, the author of “The 
Earnest Trifler,” left Washington some years 
ago and opened a stenographer’s office in New 
York. She makes now, I understand, $5,000 
a yeur. There is a Miss Palmer somewhere 
in New York state who is said to make $8,000 
a year, and a Miss Ballentine whose income 
is said to be $5,000. The women who do 
stenographic work in the departments her 
are very few, though there are some. Many, 
however, do typewriting, and the click of the 
typewriter bas become as familiar as the 
scratch of the pen. Remingtons and cali- 
graplis are used by hundreds, and there are 
upwards of a thousand in the various depart- 
ments, * 

A great deal of the Neerary work of Wash- 
ington is done with stenographic aid. Sunset 
Cox dictated a large part of his “Three De- 
cades of Federal Legislation:” Blaine. dic- 
tated some of his Twenty Years of Con- 
gtess,” and Bancroft uses a stenographer reg- 
ularly as he pegs away at his history. I 
called on Judge Kelley a day or so ago and 
found him dictating some literary matter 
to his stenographer, and as for Spofford, the 
librarian, he uses a stenographer regularly, 
and can talk as smoothly as he writes. The 
newspaper men use stenographers here to a 
considerable extent during the session, and 
this letter is being, dictated to one. Ben: 
Perley Poore writes his letters with the aid 
of a stenographer. George Alfred Town 
send keeps one continuously employed, and 
he dictates about 5,000 or 6,000 words every 
morning. A good stenographer fcr newspa- 
per work should by all means be accurate, 
and he should understand how to get up mat- 
ter for the press. He should be almost as 
good a newspaper man as the correspondent 
who dictates to him, and should be able to fix 
up the matter and send it off without the 
. correspondent seeing it. Such stenographers 
are, however, very scarce, 


Speaking of typewriting, I know a num- 
ber of correspondents who prefer the type- 
writer to the stenographer, and unless one 
has the best of stenographers the typewriter 
is by far the more satisfactory. A fast type- 
writer can take from fifty to sixty words a 
minute from dictation, aud there are some aan 
claim4hat they can take seventy and eighty 
words a minute. Fifty words a minute is, 
however, 3,000 words an hour, and this is 
equal to about two columns of the ordinary 
newspaper, and is as fast as any man ought to 
dictate and faster than most men can. The 
beauty of the typewriter is that you have

Perhaps the two tol stenographers in 
Washington are Dennis Murphy and John J. 
McElbone. Murphy is the chief of the steno- 

ic force in the senate. He is a pleas- 


50. He isan Irishman by birth, and he be- 
gan his reporting for the senate when he was 
only 14 yearsold. He reported the Whig na- 
tional convention of 1848, and it was in 1850 
that be first came to Washington. He has 
taken the speeches of Clay, Webster and Cal- 
houn, and he has all of the noted 
senators for the past generation. He told me 
one day that he thought the men of the pres- 
ent speak faster than did those of the past, 
and he said that Webster did not average over 
one bundred words a minute and that Calhoun 
was very slow until he became roused up 


The present average of speaking in the 
United States Senate is 150 words a minute, 
though there are a number of speakers 
utter over 200.

McElbone has also been bere since 1850, and 
he was a noted stenographer as a boy. He 
was in the senate when Benton aml Foote 
had their quarrel, in which Foote drew his 
pistol on Benton. In the report of the trouble 
Thomas Benton said be relied upon the ac- 
euracy of the notes of Master MeElhone. 
McElhone, like Murphy, is well posted on law. 


He bas studied it, and has been admitted to 


the bar of the supreme court. He bas been 
a newspaper man too, and he aided Forney 
in the establixbment of The Philadelphia 
Press. MéEvhoye is a great collector of 
autographs, and he has manuscript speeches 
by all the noted men of the country. These 
addrésses were delivered and the manuscript 
handed over to him for the verification of 
his notes. He kept these from time to time, 
and now his collection is invaluable. 


Speaking of stenography reminds me of a 
story which Senator Sherman tells of one of 
his experiences during the Kansas troubles of 
1857: 

The congressional committee had a stenog- 
rapher to keepa record of their meetings. 
Sborthand was then practically unknown in 
the west. The pot hook hieroglyphics of the 
shorthand man were a wonder to the pioneers 
of the frontier, and Senator Sherman de- 
scribes an interview which he had with one 
of these border rufflians. The man entered 
the committee room swearing violently. He 
denounced the government in the strongest 
terms, and went on in a long tirade, in which 
he used some very forcible language. When 
he had finished Mr. Sherman said to him: “I 
do not believe you mean all you say, do you?” 
The ed that he did, emphasizing 
his reply with an oath. 

But,“ continued Mr. Sherman, “are you 


sure you are willing to stand to all you have 


said? Suppose I have your remarks read to 
you,” and with that Mr. Sherman asked the 
stenographer, who was sitting in another 
the room, to read the notes of the 
man’s conversation, which, at a wink from 
Mr. Sherman, he had taken down. 

As the reporter began to read the drunken 
ruffian’s jaw fell; his eyes bulged out. He 
was astounded at the miracle of memory 
which was apparently being performed. 
When the reporter had concluded he asked to 
see his notes. The paper was handed him, 
and he looked at the hooks in a dazed way, 
and then raising his hand frantically to his 
forehead, exclaimed: 

“Snakes, by — 


The systems of 3 most used at 
Washington are Pitman’s, Graham's and Mun- 
son’s, There is an Englishman among 
Murphy’s amanuenses who writes Gurney’s 
system and who has worked under the Gur- 
neys, the parliamentary reporters of England. 
He does not think Gurney’s shorthand is as 
good as the system used here. It is harder to 
learn and takes longer to write. The Gurneys 
do the chief work of the English parliament, 
though they do not report its daily debates. 
These are léft to the newspapers or private 


private parties, and though they are not as 
complete as our Congressional Record they 
are very valuable. 

The Record costs $250,000 a year to print, 
and this does not include the money spent for 


said upon the floor of congress, and a num- 
ber of volumes, each of which will contain as 
much matter as a family Bible, are issued 
every session. For a long time congress had no 
official report of its proceedings, and the first 
congressional reporter was Joseph Gales, 
the father of the Gales, who, with Seaton, 
for a long time edited The National Intelli- 
gencer, Gales had to flee from England on 
account of expressing revolutionary senti- 
ments in 1792, and he studied his shorthand 
on the sailing vessel which took him across 
the Atlantic. He obtained an appointment 
as reporter for congress for one of the Phila- 
delphia papers, and his reports were con- 
sidered miraculous, Hé taught his son short- 
band, and it was this son who was the senior 
partner of Gales & Seaton. Mrs, Gales, the 
wife of this son, took the speech of Daniel 
Webster against Hayne in 1830, and Webster 
corrected the notes. He was so much pleased 
with the preservation of the speech that, it is 
said, he made Mrs. Gales a present of a dia- 
mond necklace for the service.
